route to the Venetian provinces. 


Vienna reports the capture of for- 
tified works 
at 
Cornowo, west of 
Arsiero, and an important position in 
the fortified district of Asiago, north- 
east of Arsiero. 


The Germans have renewed 
their 
activities on the west bank of the 
Meuse in the region of Verdun, de- 
bouching at Corbeaux wood and driv- 
ing against the French lines to the 
west of Cumieres village. 
Paris de- 
clares these attacks were repulsed. 
The lull in infantry activity on the 
-st bank of the rivfer is being filled 
by the artillery which has been 
tably busy in the vicinity of Fort 
southeast of Fort 
Douaumont, 
ar which most of the heaviest fight- 
ng in this sector of the Verdun front 
^s occurred recently. 
The situation in the Balkans indi- 
cates important developments in the 
near future. 


Athens advices report the breaking 
out of serious troubles in the Greek 
capital after it became known there 
that Bulgarian forces 
had 
invaded 
Macedonia. 
The Bulgarians now on 
Greek soil are estimated to number 
25,000. 


The entente forces at Salonika are 
reported to have just been reinforced 
by the arrival of some 80,000 to 100,- 
000 Serbians, the remainder of King 
Peter's army.

Was Sinking Rapidly.

The new nòte to thè 
British 
and 
i'rench governments formally registers 
our protest against • the 
violation of 
American mail on the high seas and 
promises to press claims for the losses 
resulting therefrom to American inter- 
ests. 
The tone is one of vigorous re- 
monstrance but the strength of the lan- 
guage is weakened by the knowledge in 
London andTParis as well as in Wash- 
ington that nothing further is intended. 


Secretary Lansing 
writes 
that the 
United States can no longer tolerate 
the wrongs which American citizens have 
sufiFered, and continue to sufiFer, -through 
the lawless practices of the Allied gov- 
ernments, and that only a radical chaise 
In 
their policy assuring 
the 
United 
States of its full rights as a neutral 
nation will be satisfacto^3^ 
.These "on- 
erous and 
vexatious 
abuses," 
it is 
charged, have inflicted grave injury on 
American commercial interests and vio- 
lated the rights of property. Virtually, 
through their control of the sea, the 
Allies have established a piratical cen- 
sorship on American commerce with neu- 
trals as well as belligerents. Their an- 
swer, of course, is that the effects on 
American interests are not intentional, 
but merely incidental to their efforts to 
wage war on their enemy. 
But exactly 
the same answer was returned by Ber- 
lin in the submarine controwsi'. N-^ii- 
trial rights in each case have been dis- 
regarded 
flagrantly as seconaary to the 
necessities of the belligerents. The most 
that Great Britain has offered in exten- 
uation has been the promise that the in- 
jury to neutnils would be reduced to 
the minimum. Nothing more can be ex- 
pected in response to the presnet note. 
Washingon has simply placed its pro- 
test on record as a basis for adjust- 
ment when the war ends. With interna- 
tional law flouted on every hand wp 
again proclaim our faith in it, although 
practically none of the neutral natioh^, 
including ourselves, have felt it worth 
risking being drawn into the maelstrom 
to champion it by force. 


But when the time comes to reorgan- 
ize civilization our protests filed in Ber- 
lin and London and Paris will 
have 
preserved the figment of international 
law and offer a basis for restoring its 
l>rinciples in a more enduring structure 
that m-ay guide and govern the world in 
the years to come.

on Unique Scale. 


. Oiicago, May 29.—Commercial utility 
and social recreation facilities are com- 
bined on a large and unique scale in the 
Chicago municipal pier, a t the foot of 
East Grand avenue, and just north of 
the mouth of the Chicago river, whi^h 
was opened to freight traffic for the 
first 
time 
today when the Northern 
Michigan Transportation 
company re- 
ceived an dshipped freight there. 


The first social feature to take place 
on the new pier and which will occur 
before it is entirely completed, will be 
a meeting to be held June 8, under the 
auspices of the Illinois Equal Suffrage 
association, and which will bring to- 
gether prominent suffrage workers and 
orators from all sections of the country, 
it is expected. 


The United States government 
spent 
nearly a million 
dollars 
to erect a 
break-water to protect the pier. 
The 
pier itself runs out three thousand feet 
into Lake Michigan 
and is 292 feet 
wide. I t was built on a bond issue nf 
$4,750,000, under, authority of the City 
of Chicago, and its erection began about 
four years ago. I t was the develop- 
ment of plans on the part of James A. 
Pugh, of Chicago, for a pier of pri-viite 
ownership which should combine utility 
and 
amusement 
features. 
The 
Pugh 
plans wore not permitted by the city, 
on the ground that such an enterprise 
should be wholly planned, owned and 
controlled by the city in order to give 
the greatest benefit to the public. Al- 
though the original private 
ownership 
plans Avere not allowed to mature ihey 
served as the nucleus of the city's de- 
velopment of the enterprise. 


W^en the city first took up the work 
of erecting the great pier sòme opposi- 
tion came from government officials who 
disapproved of the amusement features 
of the scheme, holding that it should be 
a purely business enterprise. 
This op- 
position, however, filially was overcome 
to such an extent that the recreation 
feature of the work was allowed to be 
retained to an extent that was satis- 
factory to the city. 


The pier as it now stands, almost en- 
tirely completed, is built of concrete and 
steel. There are five buikïings on the 
structure. 
The "Head-house," as it is 
called, stands at the western, or short- 
end, and contains the administration of- 
fices, large public accommodation rooms 
and walks leading to the floors of the 
freight and passenger buildings. These 
last mentioned buildings are each 2,340 
feet long, each is 100 feet wide, and 
there is an eighty foot roadway in tlie 
center.- On the east or lake end of the 
pier is the recreation pavillion and there 
is a building just to the west of it which 
will be equipped Avith furniture costing 
$32,000 and which will be used for re.s- 
taurant, rest rooms, and small 
shops, 
catering to buyers of flowers, confec- 
tions and siijiilar small 
wares. 
The 
recreation pavillion is to be used as a 
place for dances, concerts, lectures and 
conventions and Avill seat 3,000 persons. 


Outside the .main pier structure there 
is, on each side, a six foot dock. The 
main floors of the pier are on the dock 
level, have an area of 4.56,300 square 
feet arid are to be used exclusively for 
freight and package handling. 
Imme- 
diately above the dock level are floors 
to be used by passengers only, wlio will 
board and leave steamers, by that way. 


Street cars ultimately will run through 
a covered way the entire length of the 
pier. 


The landing at the lake end of the 
pier will be for the exclusive use of 
passenger steamers, particularly for the 
large fleet of excursion boats that pl}^ 
the lake all summer. 


One of the most popular features of 
the new pier is expected to be the great 
promenade way, leading all the way 
frnm the west end to the east end. Tt 
will be uncovered, admitting the full 
sweep of the cooling lake breezes, as it 
will' be high above the freight dock level. 


Among the equipments of the east end 
of the big structure will be police and 
life saving stations, a telephone sta- 
tion, various accessories that make for 
comfort 
and 
"safety-first," 
and an 
emergency hospital and a playroom for 
children. 


At the land end are two water tanks 
with a capacity of sixty thousand gal- 
lons each, equipped with a water sprink- 
ler system which is designed to protect 
thé freight houses from fires. -

Stnisoff, Galicia, May 19.—(Correspon- 
ence of the Associated Press) There ap- 
pears to the civilian observer here no im- 
mediate prospect of a Russian oflfensivc 
on the Galician front. 
Meanwhile the 
Russian have made good use of the sev- 
eral months which have 
passed 
sincc 
they have occupied their present advana; 
cd positions. 
Trench work has been ac 
complished and wire entanglements con- 
structed. 
An aeroplane flight which the 
Associated 
Press 
correspondent 
made 
over a Section of the Russian front dis- 
closed an amazing network of trenches 
and wire. 


Several Russian generals declared that 
never before since the beginning of the 
war has their army been so well equip- 
ped with munitions, and that the army 
¡6 ready to a man to advance when tlic 
orders come. 


Across the flats the Austrians trenches 
can be seen with the aid of field glasses. 
Now and then an Austrian solider climbs 
out of a trench and strolls to a strip of 
woods in which 
white smoke 
patches 
suggest camp 
fires. 
In the immediate 
ofreground Russian soldiers expose them- 
selves with seeming 
disregard for the 
proximity of their enemies, who are well 
within rifle range. 
An ofTicor oxplained 
that because it was the lunch hour the 
troops relaxed their precaution to some 
e.xtent. 
A sort of tnice, it appears, hni» 
become a feature of operations, and it 
wag', he said, quite certain 
that 
until 
after two o'clock no shot would be fired 
by either side. 


Only the artillery failed to observe the 
truce, but that activity was limited to 
the firing of an occasional shell. On al! 
sides, however, were caverns worn in the 
soft earth, deep enough to hide a mount- 
ed horseman—showing 
what might be 
expected after lunch. 


Back through the muddy fields to regi- 
mental 
heado^uarters 
extend for miles 
roads wliich resemble rivulets of ink. 
The ruts in these trails are hub deep, re- 
vealing why the Russians offensive was 
brought to a standstill. 


A journey of fifty miles from the Rus- 
sian frontier a t Husatin carried the cor- 
respondent through a fertile and highly 
cultivated prairie country. 
Tilled fields 
already turning green with sprouts of 
grain stretched away to the skyline in 
every 
direction. 
Women and old men 
were performing the labors of cultiva- 
tion, but there was no sign of neglect. 


Here and there were villages where 
dozens of wrecked 
cottages 
showed 
where the tide of battle had ebbed and 
flowed, 
but in 
most instances 
these 
structures were being rebuilt to so 
extent. 


The Galician peasant either smothers 
his hatred of the Russian conqueror or 
feols none a t all. Directions are given 
freely when asked for. Provisions a n 
readily offgred and the Russian soldiers 
quartered in Galician villages appear to 
be on the most friendly terms with the 
people. One reason for this attitude, it 
was explained, may be found in the kind 
ness with which 
the 
Russians 
have 
treated the population. For example, in 
a field hospital not far from the front, 
a pale little girl of perhaps ten years 
occupied one of the cots, surrounded by 
wounded 
solcfiers. 
Other civilians are 
similarly given required medical atten- 
tion. 
I t fs the common practice of the 
Russian army 
surgeons to take these 
people in for treatment free of charge.

Toured the Country. 


As a mere roustabout lad of 18, Mr. 
Hill toured the country from Maine to 
Minnesota, finally locating in St. Paul. 
He found a job here as stevedore and 
clerk. 
He studied river transportation 
and then 
the problem of rail trans- 
portation. 
Year by year he climbed in 
the railway Avorld. 
In 1883 he under- 
took the extension of the St. Paul, Min- 
nesota and Manitoba raihvay to the 
Pacific coast. 


With the line to Puget Sound once 
laid, he turned empire builder. He in- 
troduced the live stock- industny into 
vast areas of bimch-grass plains, and 
deA'eloped them by importing 
blooded 
stock; 
he sent 
demonstration 
trains 
through the country 
Avith 
men Avho 
showed the people how to raise more 
Avheat to the acre; he made an outlet 
for the grain by establishing a cheap 
rate by rail and steamship to Buffalo, 
where he built great elevators; in fact, 
for upAvards of twenty years he left 
nothing in his power imdone to develop 
the country Avhere he had staked out 
his claim as the great common carrier. 
American Export Products. 


It was Mr. Hill who got American 
Avheat and flour into Japan and China. 


While Mr. Hill built up for himself 
and his associates an immense fortune, 
lie also helped to create for the settlers 
along his lines a wealth Qf over five 
billion dollars in real proptrey, which is 
represented by the value of the 400,000 
farms and their 65,000,000 acres of im- 
proved land. 


Upon his retirement at 69, the "streak 
of rust" he had bought thirty years be- 
fore, had expanded to more than 6,000 
miles and it was earning gross profits of 
more than $66,000,000 a year and car- 
rying 15,000,000 tons of freight annual- 
ly. 
He still retained a hand in the 
Great Northern's policy as chairman of 
the board of directors, Avhile his son, 
I^uis, Avho had worked up from the 
humblest position of his father's rail- 
road, became president. 


The secret of Hill's success was no 
secret at all, according to Mr. Hill, and 
he had no new recipes to offer. "The 
man with the big opportunity today,' 
he said, "is the man in the ranks." But 
the secret of failure he frequently de- 
clared to be extravagance. He regard- 
ed this as a national tendency, against 
Avhich he strongly set himself particu- 
larly as concerned the natural resources. 


During his active supervision of the 
Great Northern system Mr. Hill over 
saAv almost e"^'cry detail, to the Avonder 
of all employes Avith whom he came-in 
contact. 


Active to the Last. 


For several years James J. Hill had 
been in the habit of Insisting both to 
his friends and to the public that he 
was not actiA'ely engaged in business 


Just how actlA'e he was during the 
last two years of his life can be judged 
only by little evidences of his master 
hand in questions affecting the Great 
Northern railroad and the First Na 
tlonal bank of St. Paul, and by three 
outstanding accomplffehments in which 
his will and genius 
asserted 
them- 
selves. 


From a world viewpoint it would be 
hai-d to say whether his staunch sup- 
port of the Belgian people, following 
the invasion of the Germans, or the 
part played in the negotiations for the 
$500,000,000 loan to the allied govern- 
ments is the more important. 
From 
the time the work of succoring the Bel- 
gians began, Mr. Hill took a leading 
part in the movement. 
It will prob- 
ably never be known how much money 
he sent to King Albert, an old person- 
al friend, and how much he Induced 
others to send. 


An International Figure. 


His place as an international 
figure 
was never more prominently displayed 
than when the representatives of the 
allies came to New York in quest of 
a huge loan. One of the first men to 
be sent for by J. P. Morgan was Mr. 
Hill and his assurance that he and the 
people of the northwest were prepared 
to do their share in taking up the for- 
eign bonds is believed to have con- 
tributed largely to the success of the 
negotiations. 
From a local A-iewpoint 
his upbuilding of St. Paul stock yards 
principally through the decision of 
Armour & Co. to come to the suburb; 
claims first rank. 


His claim to being the original ad- 
A'ocate of live stock development in 
the northwest is unquestioned, p.nd 
since the retirement of A. B. Stickney 
he has been the most ardent proponent 
of the upbuilding of the industry at 
this center, a Avork which has been 
taken up by his son, Louis W. Hill.

escapejhe censor 


But Rigorous Watch is Kept 
on Press Stuff to For- 
eigners, 


Athens Greece, May 15.—(Correspon- 
dence of Tlie Associated Press)—It has 
been one of the reA'ealing circumstances 
of the political situation in Grccce since 
the formation of the Skouloudis min- 
istry that the censorship of press cable- 
grams . to other countries has been not 
only rigid, but double and sometimes 
triple. There has been no censorship at 
all of the Greek newspapers. 


To jealousy 
and mutual 
mistrust 
among members of the cabinet is at- 
tributed 
the manifold 
censorship of 
cablegrams. 
Four former premiers sit 
in the present ministry', held together 
solely by their common hatred of Ven- 
izelos and their desire to keep him out 
of office. 


Premier Skouloudis, as minister for 
foreign affairs, exercises the ostensible 
censorship. 
Telegrams arc brought or 
sent to the ministry and submitted to 


a 
young 
diplomatist, formerly Greek 
charge d'Affaires in 
Montenegro, AA-ho 
either passes them, or himself in turn 
submits them to the premier. The lat- 
ter process is a long one; as Mr. Skou- 
loudis is in no hurry, 
and often the 
sender of a message must Avait tAvo or 
three hours to learn whether his mes- 
sage may be sent. 
He generally must 
Avait in person, as the minister frequent- 
ly requires the alteration of a word or 
tAvo. If the sender of the message is 
not present to accept the alteration, 
the message is killed as a AA'hole. 


But though bearing tl\e premier's red- 
penciled authorization, the message is 
by no means sure to go. Former pre- 
mier and present minister of commim- 
ications, Rhallys also has a say about 
it. He docs not ahvays agree with his 
colleagues, and if he does not, the sig- 
nature of the regular censor becomes 
meaningless. No one sees Mr. Rhallys' 
censor. 
The messages are sent to him, 
ho Avorks his Avill Avith them, and they 
are returned. 
There is no appeal and 
no possibility of explanation or altera- j 
tion. 


But Former Premier Demetrios Gou- 
naris has no great faith in the judgment 
of either of his colleagues. He is min- 
ister of interior, and as such 
is head 
of all the police, and of the sccret polica > 
in particular and any messages reflect- 
ing on him fail to arrive at their des- 
tination. 
And requests for investiga- 
tion prove fruitless Avaste of effort.

Los Angelei. Cal., May 29—Demonstrat- 
ing that women are as capable of partici- 
pating in athletics as men, the girl stu- 
dents of the university of southern Cali- 
fornia recently held a field day in which 
all but the most strenuous sport events 
were on the program. 


The meet was directed by Miss Edna 
Cocks, physical instructor for girls. The 
only events 
omitted were the 
shotput, 
hammer throw and discus heave. 
With 
the exception of the 100 yard dash all the 
running races' were staged in modified 
form. 
The hundred was eliminated be- 
cause Miss Cocks considered the fifty a 
sufficient speed «st for girls. 


"It would be foolish for women to at- 
tempt to enter sports in as strenuous a 
manner as men do," said the physical di- 
rector. 
"Such a practice /vvould only re- 
sult in great harm to them 
physically, 
since the muscular structure of the wom- 
an is much frailer than that of a man. 


"However, when women enter a field 
meet it should not be the signal for all 
the newspapers in the land to ridicule 
the event with cartoons and silly, mean- 
ingless stories, for women are just as 
sincere in their athletics as men. Great 
benefit can be derived 
from 
vigorous, 
healthful exercise, providing it is not se- 
vere enough to be a strain. 
Girls' sports 
need to be encouraged and not scoffed at. 
To encourage the girls was my reason for 
holding the recent field day.'- 


The st'ar feminine athletes of the uni- 
versity represented their-^various classes 
in the meet. 
In all twenty girls partici- 
pated. 
Honors of the day were carried 
off by the 
sophomores, who 
won 
the 
sprints and the hurdles and sufficient 
other points to make them victors in the 
meet. 


The finest spirit pervaded the contests, 
the girl losers showing the same game 
sportsmanship displayed by their stronger 
brothers.

if women will not overdo athletics they 


can greatly improve 
themselves 
physi- 
cally." 


The most spectacular race of the day 
was the hurdles, won by Anita Schlotte, a 
star of the meet. 


The girls cast off skirts for the field day 
and entered the different events in bloom- 
er costumes. 
"It would be ridiculous to 
attempt athletics in our ordinary attire," 
said Miss Schlotte, "and for that reason 


we went into the field meet in our gym- 
nasium suits." 


Field meets for girls are fine to stimu- 
late their interest in athletics, according 
to Miss Cocks, but the most beneficial 
exercise that can be indulged in by wom- 
en, she says, is tennis. 


"It is not too strenuous and has the 
advantage of calling into play practically 
every muscle. Field meets as a stimulator 
but tennis for greatest benefit."

pier itself runs out three thousand feet 
into Lake Michigan and 
is 292 feet 


wide. It was built on a bond issue of 
.*4,730,000, under authority of the City 
of Chicago, and its erection began about 
four years ago. It was the develop- 
ment of plans or. the part of James A. 
Pugh, of Chicago, for a pier of private 
ownership which should combine utility 
and amusement features. 
The 
Pugh 


plans were not •permitted by the city, 
on the ground that such an" enterprise 
should be wholly planned, owned and 
controlled by thc city in order to give 
the greatest benefit to tho public." Al- 
though the original private ownership 
plans were not allowed to mature they 
served ag the nucleus of the city's de- 
velopment of tho enterprise. 


When the city first took up the work 


of erecting the great pier some opposi- 
tion came froni government officials who 
disapproved of thc amusement features 
of the scheme, holding that it should be 
a purely business enterprise. This" op- 
position, however, finally was overcome 
to such an extent that the recreation 
feature of the work was allowed to be 
retained to an 'extent that was satis- 
factory to tho city. 


The pier as it now stand*, almost en- 


tirely completed, is built of concrete and 
steel. There are five buildings bn th,> 
structure. 
The "Head-houift." as it is 


called, stands at 'the western, or short- 
end, and contains the administration of- 
fices, large public accommodation rooms 
and walks leading to the floors of the 
freight and passenger buildings. These 
last "mentioned buildings nre each 2,340 
feet long, each is 100* feet wide, and 


lere is an eighty foot roadway in the 
'nter. On the ,east or lako end of the 
er is the recreation pavillion and there 
a building just to the west of it which 
ill be' equipped with furniture costing 
32,000 and which will be used for res- 
aurant, rest rooms, and small shops, 
atering to buyers of flowers, confcc- 
ons and similar small 
wares.

ecrcation pavillion is to be used as a 
lace for dances, concerts, lectures and 
onventions and will scat 3,000 persons. 


Outside the main pier structure there 


s, on eac-h.side, a six foot dock. The 
nain floors of the pier are on the dock 
evel, have an area of 45G.300- square 
eet and are to be used exclusively .for 
reight and package handling.
